Mound  up  soil  6 inches  high. 

Cut  off  all  top  above  mound. 

Remove  mound  when  buds  begin  to  swell ; 
10  days  after  planting.

SOME  POINTERS  ON 
GROWING  GOOD  ROSES 


About  ninety  percent  of  success  with  roses 
is  gained  when  the  rose  plants  are  properly 
planted ; the  other  ten  percent  to  cover  suffi- 
cient watering  and  other  little  attentions 
that  would  make  any  other  plant  thrive. 
They  ought  to  have  an  open  location  free  from 
sliade  of  buildings  or  trees  and  they  ought  to 
have  a good  garden  soil,  a medium  heavy  c’ay 
with  a liberal  amount  of  well  rotted  vegetable 
matter  being  preferred.  They  like  the  clay 
on  account  of  its  aluminum  content  but  other 
‘ hardware”  buried  under  them  is  generally  a 
hindrance  rather  than  a help  and  is  just  as 
well  left  out. 

There  are  about  seven  hundred  varieties 
of  roses  in  commerce  and  not  aJ  of  them 
will  thrive  in  th^s  c imate.  In  fact,  in  making 
selections,  one  should  go  on  the  theory  that 
none  of  them  will,  until  they  are  proven  by 
three  or  four  years  triak  and  order  their 
plants  accordingly. 

Roses  should  be  planted  about  two  and  one- 
half  feet  apart,  in  well  si)aded  ground,  wat- 
ered liberally  at  planting  time  and  at  inter- 
vals of  a week  to  ten  days  all  during  the 
growing  season.  A little  water  every  day 
may  not  kill  them  but  it  will  not  help  much 
either.  The  ground  shou'd  bo  thoroughly 
soaked  when  they  are  watered  and  then  allow- 
ed to  dry  out  enough  for  at  least  one-  thorough 
cultivation  before  they  are  watered  again. 

Ordinarily,  roses  begin  blooming  in  early 
June  and  yield  their  big  burst  of  b'oom  dur- 
ing that  month  but  the  everblooming  varieties 
can  be  kept  blooming  at  intervals  a'l  summer 
by  keeping  the  plants  growing  and  keetung  the 
old  flowers  cut  off.  They  do  not  differ  in 


this  from  sweetpeas,  dahlias  or  many  other 
flowerinir  plants. 

All  Roses  Should  Have  Winter  Protection 
in  this  climate  and  a covering  of  earth  is  the 
best  for  them.  It  is  the  dry  air  more  than  the 
co'd  that  hurts  them  and  the  moisture  of  the 
soil  will  prevent  that.  After  a few  severe 
frosts  the  plants  should  be  bent  over  close  to 
the  ground  and  covered  with  three  or  four 
inches  of  soil.  A thorough  watering  before 
this  is  done  will  be  a great  benefit.
